NO EXCITEMENT 


The defaulted bonds being payable only in

The fact is that “default influence” has been 
largely iticipated the money markets. 
Bond-holders are not dumb. They know that 
put yond-interest rates are too high, so high 
as at best ¢ lly pa , and that a 
red n in rate i be b ed by a better 
likelihood of some day getting back the prin- 
cipal. 

Naturally the bond-holder is not urging that 
view of the matter He isn't even admitting 
it openly, for obvious reasons. So long as the 


high rates are actually paid he is that much to 
the good. But he is in a mood to be philosophic 
when news arrives that a default has occurred 
—knowing that such things are to be looked for 
when interest rates are away out of line with 
business profits, commodity prices and wages. 


TWINELESS BINDING 

Evidently binder twine is something the 
Alberta farmer can get along without, in the 
opinion of the Government and a majority of 
the members of the Alberta legislature 

The member for Whitford tried, but tried in 
vain, to have twine included in the list of things 
to be supplied to farmers who need help to put 
in and take off a crop next summer. 

The idea apparently is that the farmer who 
has a crop worth harvesting will be able to get 
credit at the store for his twine. Or perhaps 
that he should revert to the “good old days” and 
ways of his grand-father, cut his grain with a 
cradle or a scythe and bind it by hand. 

But how can a store-keeper in a distressed 
area supply the whole countryside with twine 
“on tick’? And how many Alberta farmers 
could make a job of binding sheaves by hand, 
with a crop large enough to support their 
families through the winter? 

The farmers uf Alberta made a large mistake 
last fall when they elected so many economic 
theorists to the legislature. They should have 
sent along a sprinkling of “dirt farmers.” 


TIME FOR A CHANGE 
taxpayers will read with very real 
satisfaction the announcement of the Provincial 
Treasurer that the departments of the Gov- 
ernment are to be made live within their esti- 
mates hereafter, instead of spending at will and 
covering up the shortages by “special warrants.”

Tense interest in Canada in the Hauptmann 
execution, and many expressions of sympathy 
when he fell victim to justice, reveals the psy- 
chologic kinship between feeling in United 
States and Canada. Most likely it is due to the 
press agencies which serve newspapers on both 
sides of the border. 

Had the crime been com- 
mitted in England, Haupt- 
mann would have gone to his 
doom within a few weeks of 
sentence being pronounced, 
without any of the calithum- 
pian orgies that attended his 
trial in New Jersey and sub- 
sequent vigil in prison. 

It would have been kinder 

z to have executed him long 
J. S. Cowper = ago, without prolonging the 
agony while lawyers and politicians drew pub- 
licity and the Jafsies got magazine fees and 
vaudeville contracts out of it. No question but 
he had a hand in the kidnapping and in the 
division of the ransom so cruelly extorted. But 
I confess to feeling sympathy for him in the lat- 
ter stages of his confinement. After the mouse 
has been mauled interminably by the cat we 
like to see the little pest get free.

The peak of absurdity in this crackpot par- 
ade of New Jersey justice was reached on Tues- 
day of last week. While Hauptmann was hav- 
ing his head shaved in readiness for the electric 
chair, and newshawks and press photographers 
were on hand to record the execution, another 
man—Paul H. Wendel—lay in a cell in the same 
jail, charged with committing the same crime, 
but in another county. 


Wendel had made confession. Anxious to get 
behind the bars and share in the newspaper 
publicity then going to Hauptmann and Jafsie, 
he made several confessions—and denials. No- 
body believed him; even the prosecutor retain- 
ed to prosecute him announced that Wendel 
had no connection with the case. But New Jer- 
sey justice went through the farce of arresting 
and charging a man with murdering the Lind- 
bergh babe in one place, while proceeding to 
execute a man found guilty of murdering the 
babe in another place. 

Limelightitis is a difficult disease for Am- 
erican officials to overcome 
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Hospital authorities who examined Werdel 
said they found no evidence of insanity. But 
there is a recognised form of insanity, known 
as megalomania, which urges people to seek 
the limelight. Not to mention any cases nearer 
home, it is almost certain that Hitler and Mus- 
solini are megalomaniacs. 


Megalomania doesn't always take the form 
of confessing to crimes, though police recurds 
are filled with instances of men who make con- 
fession of abhorrent crimes, of which they are 
entirely innocent. Very often it takes the con- 
trary form and impels them to come before the 
public in the role of messiahs of different kinds. 
Its most literal form took place in two in- 
stances within the last three months when two 
different men were found bound to wooden 
crosses. In one case the megalomaniac had 
driven nails through his feet to support his 
story that he was the victim of mob violence. 


Most megalomaniacs circulate stories of be- 
ing persecuted by mysterious and intangible 
enemies. Wendel did so. In one of his denials 
he told of being beaten by an unknown man 
called Jack, and of being forced at the muzzle 
of a pistol to sign a confession. In another 
story—one which probably had a germ of truth 
in it—he said the hope of securing millions from 
movie contracts, had moved him to make con- 
fession

One of the curious cases I came across in my 
days as reporter on the “police” beat, was that 
of an East Indian in South Vancouver, who 
wanted to secure vengeance on a fellow coun- 
tryman, with whom he had quarrelled over a 
business matter. 

At his call for police aid, neighbors rushed 
to the man’s shack to find him in a welter of 
blood. He said that as he lay asleep, his enemy 
had quietly forced his way into the shack, and 
with a dagger had sought to murder him. The 
man’s back was stabbed in several places. Each 
wound bore an ugly gash, as if his enemy had 
tried to carve him into ribbons. 

At the trial it was discovered that the ac- 
cused had been seen elsewhere at the time of 
the alleged attempted murder. The accusation 
was made that the complainant had self-inflict- 
ed the wounds. Sure enough, an examination of 
his shack showed where he had fixed four dag- 
gers against the wooden wall. The wounds 
themselves completed the story, showing from 
their course that the man had backed against 
the daggers and wriggled his body to cause 
the cuts. 
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Amid general disappointment at the failure

Some people have more of a tendency to a 
certain disease than other people who live in 
almost the same way. For example, certain 
types of people are especially likely to develop 
tuberculosis, other types are prone to stomach 
ulcers, while still others have a definite ten- 
dency to rheumatism. 

You often hear that some 
diseases are inherited. That 
is not true of most diseases; 
one does not inherit rheuma- 


tism or tuberculosis. How- 
ever, a tendency to some 
special disease may be in- 


herited. Several members of 
the same family who inherit 
the same tendency may by 
unwise habits of living, all 
develop the same disorder. 
There is a great deal of evidence that one may 
be born with a special leaning to some particu- 
lar disease. It is the leaning which paves the 
way and dictates in what particular part of the 
body the disease which later develops, will 
locate. 

Ever since the time of Hippocrates, doctors 
have been trying to classify patients into 
disease groups. What they were actually try- 
ing to do was to explain the different tenden- 
cies to disease. Within the last few years, 
excellent work has been done along this line, 
by doctors who studied the different types of 
body-build and who discovered that the shape 
of the body has a great deal to do with pre- 
disposing the patient to some special disorder. 
As an illustration, the tall, slender patient with 
a narrow face and long bones, is of the type 
most prone to develop prolapsus or falling of 
the organs; while the patient with a short, 
chunky type of body-build is of the type most 
frequently developing blood vessel disorders 
such as high blood pressure and hardening of 
the arteries. The patient with a narrow, cramped 
chest and a diaphragm which does not move 
freely, may be said to have a leaning to tuber- 
culosis of the lungs. 

Instead of blaming heredity for the disease 
which later develops, it seems to me that the 
sensible thing to do is to realize that only an 
inclination is present at birth which has an in- 
fluence in determining what disorder will be 
most likely to occur 

If this proclivity to a special trouble is 
recognized early enough in life, it then becomes 
possible to prevent the eventual occurrence of 
the disorder to which the patient is inclined. 
For example, when the patient has an inciina- 
tion toward tuberculosis, this will be overcome 
by a manner of living which develops the dia- 
phragm and chest and which prevents enerva- 
tion. The patient who shows early in life that 
he has a tendency to stiffness and soreness of 
the muscles after vigorous activity should learn 
to use his foods in correct combination and 
should learn to take the minimum of starch snd 
sugar, at the same time that he keeps the colon 
clean, if he wishes to avoid the later develop- 
ment of rheumatism. Poor mixtures of even 
the best foods and intestinal uncleanliness will 
do a great deal to build up the rhéumatic dia- 
thesis which already exists. 

The patient who is disposed to nervousness 
needs to learn how to relax and also needs to 
obtain sufficient recreation in out of door acti- 
vities to obtain the required physica] develop- 
ment. 

In short, when the recognition of one’s apt- 
ness to certain weaknesses is observed, the ten- 
dency may be entirely overcome by the sys- 
tematic practice of good habits which are sub- 
stituted for the bad ones which are so often 
carelessly encouraged. Regardless of the lean- 
ing toward disease with which one is born, it 
is possible to overcome that predisposition, if 
enough time and care are devoted to the pro- 
blem.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Henry R. wants to know: “Which 
of the following is best; walking, golf, tennis, 
dancing, fishing or hiking?” 

ANSWER: Instead of limiting your activities, 
why not vary your interests? All of the activi- 
ties mentioned are wholesome. A certain amount 
of pleasurable amusement is undoubtedly bene- 
ficial in promoting relaxation. Any type of 
healthful recreation is of value in keeping the 
individual cheerful and interested in life. An 
outdoor activity is of great importance in this 
age, because of the fact that so many people 
work inside and are thus deprived of fresh air 
and exercise. A moderate amount of recreation 
is a good health investment. 

QUESTION: Mrs. C. M. states: “Is there a 
good rule to follow in encouraging relaxation?” 

ANSWER: One of the best rules to follow 
when trying to relax is to lie flat on your back 
and to deliberately try to let go of each muscle 
all over the body, It may help you to imagine 
that the body is very heavy. You will be sur- 


. prised to find that tension is gradually reduced 


and you will feel those tightened muscles let 
go. 

QUESTION: Diana D. writes: “Regardless of 
the season, I have an attack of sneezing first 
thing in the morning. Why?” 

ANSWER: The most likely cause is chronic 
catarrh which produces a nasal irritation and 
causes you to sneeze in the morning. Of course, 
there is a possibility that you may have a mild 
case of hay fever. A local examination of the 
nose should provide a hint as to the cause of 
the symptom. 

QUESTION: J. L. writes: “Lately I have 
been troubled by headaches and I must avoid 
bright light because it makes my eyes hurt. I 
have discontinued reading because it made my 
symptoms worse.” 

ANSWER: It is impossible for me to tell you 
definitely what is wrong without examining 
you, but the symptoms which you describe in- 
dicate that you may require glasses. Eyestrain 
which causes eye fatigue would be sufficient to 
cause a headache. I strongly advise that you 
have your eyes tested

There was hardly any need for a learned Coal Commissioner 

to advise that coal be kept locked up in the ground; that was 

being done effectually without any assistance from a Royal Com- 

Mission. 


What is needed is an explanation of how to get the coal out 
of the ground and turn it into money; and thereby also turn 
it into wages, and railway earnings and trade in general mer- 
chandise for cash. 


This can be done by adopting in Western Canada the law of 
England as enforced in that country from whence the learned 
Commissioner came to bring light into our darkness; subject 
only to some local modifications. 


Under this English system any person or company desiring 
to mine coal from any coal areas not now in use, would apply 
to the Province for a license to mine coal from the unused area 
up to a specified number of acres. 


The License would specify that work be carried on continuous- 
ly up to the extent to which coal could «be sold at the official 
price per ton; and the details of the official price per ton would 
be as follows:

all rail points to the Eastward, Northward, and Southward, 
whether on*main or branch lines, up to a maximum rail haul 
of one thousand miles (without preference.) 


The short hauls and the long hauls will give a fairly profit- 
able railway rate; and the great increase in local commerce and

One way to compete with fuel oil is to put supplies of coal 
into tidewater terminals at an official price corresponding with 
the world value of coal having similar grade.

The advocates of monopoly say 
that their aim is to protect the 
public against unstrained crafts- 
men and second-rate work. To 
this claim the answer is that free 
competition is much the best 
guarantee, and indeed the only 
safe guarantee, that the. public 
will be properly served by the 
trades and crafts. In other words, 
a plumber who does not know his 
business will lose his customers. 
If it is desired in the interest of 
public health to require a certain 
standard of efficiency in plumb 
ing and heating installation, this 
standard should be fixed in a 
public statute and the statute 
should be enforced by the state. 

The chief danger of creating 
monopolistic guilds, with power 
to license and to “discipline,” is 
of course that the consumer will 
get hurt. Monopolies can, and 
nearly always do, increase prices. 
The cost of plumbing service 
would almost certainly rise in 
Manitoba if the plumbers’ bill be- 
came law and the individuals now 
practicing that trade were given 
the exclusive right they are ask- 
ing for. In other less obvious ways 
the consuming public is hurt 
when craft monopolies are cre- 
ated by law. Improvements in 
craft technique, improvements 
which would cheapen service, are 
likely to be discouraged when 
praclice of the craft is a priv- 
ilege reserved for a self-limiting 
class, 


Apart from that, the plan em- 
bodied in the plumbers’ bill is an 
interference with the economic 
rights of the individual. Under 
this bill, a “board” of private in- 
dividuals becomes prosecutor, 
judge and jury on questions in-

of the state is involved in the 
proceedings. The right of an in- 
dividual to follow the craft of 
plumber is put in jeopardy at the 
hands of a private corporation of 
his competitors. If that state of 
affairs is to be enacted into law 
in the plumbing business, then it 
is logical that no one should be 
allowed to follow any calling 
from shining shoes to manufac- 
turing motor cars—without the 
consent of his guild. Which was 
the economic set-up during the 
centuries well known as the most 
unprogressive in history. 

The principles which ought to 
apply in fixing membership of 
crafts, where any such fixing is 
required, are perfectly clear. 
Whenever it is desirable in the 
public interest (not the interest 
of the trade concerned) to impose 
qualifications for the practice of 
a craft or profession, the state 
ought to set the standard, exam- 
ine candidates, register and li- 
cense the individuals who meet 
the test. And the state, not the 
craft, ought to enforce whatever 
“discipline” is needed to maintain 
the standard. In doing these things 
it goes without saying, the state 
ought to be assisted by expert ad- 
vice. Master plumbers must ex- 
amine condidate plumbers — if 
there is any need at all for this 
procedure—just as doctors exam- 
ine candidates for medical de- 
grees. But the state should in no 
circumstances hand over its 
licensing and disciplinary powers 
to a body of private citizens, The 
plumbers’ bill and all others like 
it should be summarily rejected 
by the legislature. — Winnipeg 
Free Press,

Aid in Weathering Fin. 


ancial Blizzard 


By GEORGE MARVIN 


WASHINGTON, April 7. — Forty 
Billion Dollars—or you can call it, 
forty thousand million dollars—has 
been necessary as an aggregate 
bonus to consumers during the past 
six years to enable the United 
States to weather the economic 
blizzard which began with the Wall 
Street crash of October, 1929, and 
ot finance the measure of recovery 
recorded in the last 18 months. 

The figures are compiled from 
Department of Commerce «and 
Treasury Department records. 

Of the total business contributed 
two-thirds from its “Rainy Day” 
reserves; and the Federal Govern- 
ment the remaining third by means 
of a succession of unbalanced bud- 
gets.
